‘AMENDMENT VOTED 


University of ~Georgia 
and Georgia Tech Are 
_Given More Money—Sal- 
ary Increases Denied. 


BY PAUL STEVENSON. 

The appropriations bill for 1950 
and 1931, carrying approximately 
$12,500,000 for each year, was passed 
unanimously by both houses of the 
general assembly at 2 o'clock this 
morning on an agreement reached by 
the conference committee. The bill as 
finally passed decreased additions by 
senate amendments by approximately 
$120,000 for the two years. 

The bill as passed adds by senate 
amendment to the house bill, $83,634 
previously agreed upon by the house 
and not brought up in the conference 
committee. The salaries of the comp- 
troller general and secretary of state 
are cut from $7,500 as provided in 
senate amendments to $2,000, and the 
salary of the’ state treasurer from 


$7,560 as provided in a senate amend- 
ment to $4 800, these salaries being 
reduced to 'the amount provided for 
1928 and 1929. 

Appropriations for Georgia School 
of Technology and the University of 
Georgia were increased $15, each 
oyer the original house bill and last 
year's ap ropriation, 
give the. University of Georgia $10. 
WUO additional was rejected, 

Thirty thousand dollars for each 
year was allowed the state tax com- 
missioner’s department for ‘adminis-- 
tering and collecting the new Boykin 
ineang tax. Other appropriations for 
this department as provided. in_ the 
senate amendment were stricken, Pro- 
vision was made for administering the 
sales tax act, if it is passed out of 
the $30,000. 

In its final form the appropria- 
tions measure totaled within a few 
thousand dollars of 326,000,000 for 
the two-year period. 

The bill.as approved provides for 
an increase of $250,000 for each year 
over the appropriations in the bill as 
originally passed by the house, and 
$250,000 more each year than the 
amounts approved by the previons leg- 
islature, according to Senator Charles 
DD. Redwine, chairman of the senate 
appropriations committee. 

Income Tax Fight. 

Following adoption of the appro- 
priations bill, the legislature turned 
its attention to the Key gross in- 
come or sales tax measure, the other 
major bill which has been in confer- 
ence committees since early Saturday 
night. 

The cloeks in both chambers had 
heen turned back before midnight to 
prevent adjournment sine die at mid- 
night as the conference committees 
sought to arrive at reports which 
would be acceptable to the house and 
senate. 

The senate so far had refused to 
recede from its position in demand- 
ing that an amendment to the Key

New York, August 24.—Y()—An 
earnest. desire to avoid future prison 
riots caused Moissaye Boguslawski, 
professor of piano at the Chicago 
Musical college, to urge upon Govyer- 
nor Roosevelt the advisability of 
equipping convicts with saxophones. 

Professor Boguslawski also recom- 
mended that felons be equipped with 
pian®s, b-flat cornets, trombones, fid- 
dles and jewsharps. In addition, 
Professor Boguslawski suggested that 
state prisons be filled with music 


ing safe-crackers on the snare drum, 
sécond-story men on the piccolo and 
bigamists on the castanets. 
Starved for Musie. 
“Tf this were done,” said Professor 
BRoguslawski, “J believe that there 


would be no more such outbreaks as. 


recently at Auburn = and 
Prisoners are human. 
They respond to music. They are 
spiritually uplifted, inspired, en- 
thralled—just the same as an audi- 
ence at a Philharmonic Symphony 
concert at Carnegie hall.” 

Professor Boguslawski was asked 
what caused him to think such things. 

“T am a musical psychologist,” he 
explained. “In my experiments con- 
ducted at the Chicago State Hospital 
for the Insane, I found remarkable 
rections on the part of numerous 
types, such as dementia-praecox, de- 
pressive maniacs, paranoicy and the 
like. 

“It is true that I- wrote to this ef- 
fect to Governor Roosevelt, urging 
him to fill New York prisons with 
music and lovely song.” As it is, the 
prisoners are staryed for music. 
Starved, they are surly, rebellious. 
I know. If. the insane can be con- 
certized into a tranquil, sweet mood, 
why not Sing Sing’s inmates”

SENT TO SEA IN UNSEAWORTHY SHIP be 


Tell of 62 Hours in Open Boat ‘ 


ew 


New York, August 24.—(#)—Twen- 


st} ty-six salty sailormen, grim, grizzled 


and laconic, came back to port. to- 


day, survivors of the last voyage of 
the old freighter Quimistan. 


A spray- -bitten crew of many na- 
tionalities, they set out from Norfolk 
August 14 to take the rusty old ba- 
nana boat to the boneyard in Genoa. 
They never got her there. 


Deep down in Davey Jones’ locker 


— the Quimistan’s creaking car- 


cas. Her crew rescued after 62 hours 
in. the lifeboats, came into port on 
the Dollar liner President Harrison, 
bitterly telling how “she died on us.” 
In a glassy sea 1,000 miles off 
the Virginia capes, the Quimistan 
started to go to pieces under them— 
somewhat, according to their descrip- 
tion after the manner of the deacon’s 
celebrated “one-hoss shay.” 
They tried to urge her on, but she 
was all through. Since she had no 
radio they sent up flares to tell the 
world of their plight. Then they 
hurned their mattresses. But no help 


came, 
Climbed Into Boats.” 


So they packed their duffle bags, 
took along a phonograph and all the 
food they could.carry and climbed into 
the open boats. 

The old ship, presumably fired by 
the, burning mattresses, went on. her 
blazing way to her doom. Sighted 
once by a passing ship -but-unfound 
by coast guard vessels who put out to 
sink her. 

Investigations have been started to 
determine how the Quimistan hap- 
pened to give up that way. on her 
last voyage. The German consulate 
has announced it will start one on 
Monday. United States Attorney 
Charles H. Tuttle also has indicated 
that he is interested. 

“A plate dropped out and the water 
came in,’ said Captain George Pietsch, 
who as a German naval officer 
had several boats sunk under him dur- 
ing the World War.

PRAISE. BY VINSON 


Will Pave Way for Federal 
Regulation of Cotton Ex- 
change, He Says. 


The Redwine bill, if approved by 
Governor Hardman, will pave the way 
for the success in congress of Kepre- 
sentative Carl Vinson’s bill to provide 
stringent federal regulation of the 
New York Cotten Exchange, Con- 
gressman Vinson said Saturday at his 
home in Milledgeville. The Redwine 
bill is now before the governor ior 
his action, having passed both houses 
of the general assembly. 

“The Redwine bill is in harmony 
with my bill,” Congressman Vinson 
said, as out that it was neces- 
sary for Georgia to pass this meas- 
ure so that Savannah and Augusta 
could be designated as cotton centers 
in the Vinson bill. The latter bill 
has excellent chances of passing in 
the next congress, according to Con- 
gressman Vinson. 

“There has been growing favor for 
the bill I am advocating, and I feel 
sure that it will pass the next con- 
gress. Such measures are needful for 
the eountry and I am fratified that 
this is being realized,” he said. 

Congressman Vinson said that he 
is not thoroughly acquainted with the 
Redwine bill itself, but has read the 
reports of it carried in the newspa- 
pers, and from what he has heard of 
it the bill harmonizes perfectly with 
the legislation he is proposing. “The 
two bills, state and federal legislation 
for Georgia cotton growers will do 
much to revolutionize the industry,” 
he said. “Georgia's crop is cotton 
and the growing and marketing of it 
need to be put on a sound economic 
basis.” 

One of the chief objections raised to 
the Vinson bill was that Georgia had 
an law on its statute books restricting 
future trading in cotton and making 
it impossible for two points of de- 
livery to be established in the state. 
The Vinson bill would place the cot- 
ton exchange under the same strict 
federal regulation as now -applies to 
the wheat pit of the Chicago board 
of trade. 

Congressman Vinson and his father, 
E. S. Vinson, have marketed the big- 
gest portion of the cotton which has 
been bronght to Milledgeville this 
month. They brought in the first 
bale ginned in that city this year. 
They own a large plantation several 
miles from Milledgeville,

38 KILLED, 100 
WOUNDED IN RIOTS. 

Jerusalem, August 24.—(P?)—The 
Biblical city of peace tonight is an 
armed camp under martial law, part 
of the population. is . panic-stricken 
and airplanes, treops and warships 
are being rushed to Palestine to con- 
trol the most serious disturbance that 
has arisen here during the — decade 
since the close of the World War. 
Twenty-one Arabs and.17 Jews have 
been killed and more than 100 per- 
sons have been injured by. rioting 
which broke out yesterday over the 
age-old religious controversy of the 
wailing wall, continued sporadically 
through the night and started afresh 
today despite the efforts of authori- 
ties to maintain peace, 

A delegation representing a num- 
ber of American Jews living in Jeru- 
salem has requested United States 
Consul Paul Knabenshue to ask that 
an American warship be sent to Pal- 
estine. British military authorities 
who are indirectly responsible for 
order in the country under the man- 
date of the League of Nations have 
trken active steps to restore quiet. 

At Maida a 31,000-ton battleship, 
the Barham, the aircraft carrier Cou- 
rageous and the cruiser Susses were 
stated to be under orders to sail for 
Jafa, the port of Jerusalem.

Senator Tyson was interested in 
the national guard and served as 
brigadier-general and inspector-general 
under four governors. He was com- 
misisoned by Governor Tom C. Rye 
a brigadier-general in command of all 
national guard troops in Tennessee 
at the outbreak of the World War 
and later was commissioned brigadier- 
general in the national army by Presi- 
dent Wilson.

Erection of a new building to be 
used by the Steiner cancer clinic was 
made possible Saturday when the 
senate approved the house bill pro- 
viding an appropriation of $100,000 
for this purpose. The new building 
is to be used by patients who live in 
Georgia cities other than Atlanta. 

Though means of this appropriation 
the Steiner cancer clinie will: be able 
to obtain federal funds which will be 
appropriated to aid the fight against 
cancer. 

United States Senator William J. 
Harris appeared before the appropri- 
ations committees of the two branches 
and asked the members to give the 
proposed appropriation careful consid- 
eration. 

Senator Harris said the United 
States government is preparing to 
wage war on cancer and that federal 
funds will be available to aid such in- 
stitutions as the Steiner clinic of At- 
lanta. He said this clinic possesses 
an international reputation and that 
the government will be glad to pro- 
vide funds provided the state made 
the initial appropriation of $100,000. 

Heretofore the Steiner clinic has 
been limited in the scope of its work 
to patients,of Atlanta and vicinity. 
The state appropriation will make 
this treatment available to people 
in Georgia cities other than Atlanta. 

Senator Harris said the government 
had spent millions in money in fight- 
ing diseases that attack cattle and 
livestock and also in fighting insect 
pests.

STIR UP CONTROVERSY

Washington, August 24,—Contflict- 
ing interpretations are placed upon 
Mrs, Mabel Walker Willebrandt’s pro- 
hibition reminiscences, 

-One version ‘is that Mrs. Wille 
brandt quit the justice department in 
a rage and now ia “telling her trou- 
bles,” partly to relieve her mind, part- 
ly to get even—to -get even with her 
former political associates*and maybe 
also to get even with the present 
Washington administration, for deny- 
ing “her the advancement to which, it 
is surmised she considered herself en- 
titled. 

The other version is that there are 
certain facts, in connection with pro- 
hibition’s past history, which the ad- 
ministration wants nade poblié but 
cannot disclose officially, and. that 
Mrs. Willebrandt is. broadcasting them 


With the administration's full knowl- 
edge_and approval. 

Of course, a few know | 
which is the ‘correet interpretation, | 


but only a handful.of them—Mrs. | 
Willebrandt, herself, and perhaps two 
or three others. 

On the assumption that Mrs. Wil- 
lebrandt’s object is to pave.the -way 
for the present administration's adop- | 
tion of a new prohibition enforcement 
policy. it is easy to. believe that she 
is trying to be helpful. 

She assuredly has made a detailed 
exposure of the old system's evils. 

If the changes desired by the admin- 
istration of today are the very same 
changes which Mrs. Willebrandt im- 
plies are desirable, all well and good— 
from this administration's standpoint. 

However, it cannot be at all pleas- 
ant to folk who were identified with 
the Jast administratien to have their 
errors so strongly emphasized. 

Now, does the administration of to- 


insiders 


day care a snap of its fingers for the 
feelings of the administration of yes- 


terday? 

Generally speaking, an administra- 
tion in power reckons it an obligation 
to cover up the mistakes ef preceding 
administrations of its own party— 
especially extremely recent administra- 
tiens. It may be perfectly aware 
that such administrations have made 
mistakes and do its best to counteract 
them, but it is deemed neither good 
form no good politics to stress them. 


Folk who take this view of party 
responsibility find it difficult to ac- 
cept any interpretation of Mrs. Wil- 
lebrandt’s revelations other than that 
they are ebullitions of her own per- 
sonal irritation, whieh must be very 
annoying to the White House. 

On the other hand, there are those 
who argue that Mrs. Willebrandt un- 
doubtedly could have said a great deal 
more if she had been ir an uncon- 
trollable fit of temper and determined 
to go the extreme limit. 

Considering how prohibition has 
been handled, and what she knows 
about it, they are convinced that she 
possessed the raw material for a first- 
class political scandal, had she cared 
to use it indiscriminately—and the 
truth is that she has not told much 
which well-informed people did not 
know already. 

Her articles staried, Indeed, with a 
promise of considerable ginger. but 
thev have not continued so snappily. 

They quickly simmered down, in ef- 
fect, to generalities—interesting but 
dvnamiteless—nothing, for instance, 
to base an attack on, on the floors of 
congress—or even to provide any par- 
ticularly telling texts for campaign 
oratory. 

However, Mrs. Willebrandt—who 
certainly is well qualified to discuss 
prohibition enforcement up to date— 
does give a pretty poor impression of 
the dry law methods employed thus 
far—but without saying a word ad- 
verse to the prohibition principle. 

Her articles dovetail very nicely, in 
fact, with George W. Wickersham's 
recent prohibition letter, as chairman 
of President Hoover's law enfotce- 
ment commission, fo Governor Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, of New York. 

This may be only a coincidence.

Explains Idea Prompting 
Early. American $Col- 
lection.

Detroit, August 24. »- (United 

News.)—Reading human history from 
articles of human origin is the thought 
and purpose back of the typical 
American village Henry Ford is build- 
ing in his home town of Dearborn 
on the outskirts of Detroit. ®t 

And the ability to thus read his- 
tory is ascribed to Ford in an ex- 
ceptionally marked degree, despite va- 
rious references spoken and written in 
the past with respect to his lack of 
historical attainment, 

Although the “auto magnate 
demonstrated that he weak 
dates and incidents, the fact is he has 
quite definite ideas regarding histori- 
cal values, and his Dearborn collec- 
tion represents his way of giving ex- 
pression to the notions he entertains. 

“We are trying to assemble,’ he 
remarked in speaking of his unique 
museum, “complete series of every 
kind of article used or made in Amert- 
ica from the days of the first settlers 
down to now, 

“When we are through we shail 
reproduced /American life as 
lived: and thateAI think, is the best 
way of preserving at least a part of 
our history and tradition. For by 
looking at things that people used 
and that show the way they lived, 
a better and truer impression can 
be gained in an hour than could 
be had in a month of reading—even 
if there were books whose authors 
had the facilities to discover the min- 
ute details of the older life. 

Preservation of Past. 
“Improvements have been coming 

so quickly that the past is being 
largely lost to the rising generation, 
and I think it can only be preserved 
by putting it in a form where it may 
be seen amd felt, 

“At least that my idea of one 
side of edueation; And that is the 
idea behind these collections.” 

In the current summer number of 
the Michigan History *Magazine is an 
article by Henry A. Haigh, of Deab- 
born, originally given as an address 
before the Detroit Historical Society, 
in _— he presents an intimate re- 
view of what-he has seen Ford 
achieve in building up his Dearborn 
collection. 

“This subject,” he said, “is one 
that aroused my ‘interest from the 
time it was broached by Mr. Ford. 
The idea of an oldtime village, con- 
sisting of old historic structures 
moved bodily to Dearborn, seemed so 
unique, so very good and so far reach- 
ing in its possibilities fer benefit! 

“This interest seems to be very 
generally shared, as indeed does in- 
terest in almost everything undertak- 
en by our distinguished fellow citizen, 
But of all his outstanding and. mani- 
fold activities, the one that appeals 
to many minds most deeply and seems 
the most fascinating,.inspiring and 
most promising of future good, is his 
persistent, intelligent and wide reach- 
ing devotion to the collection, pres- 
ervation and sympathetic understand- 
ing of all antique -physical objects, 
specimens of mechanical appliances 
and devices feveloped in the home 
life, farm life and specially in the 
industrial life shown in the. origin 
and growth of our nation and our 
state.” 

Many Years* Growth. 

The Ford colleetions at. Dearborn 
have been in a process of growth 
for many Years. Early in life the 
passion for accumulating such collec- 
tions took hold of the Ford mind. 
It is said the first thought of this 
venture dates back to the original 
little Ford. home in the old Scotch 
settlement in Dearborn. 

At first he collected articles brought 
.there by his father and mother, then 
things of little apparent value, pieces 
of old china, old rusty handwrought 
nails and spikes. These are put most 
carefully away in the museum, Then 
there are relics and. antiques, many 
of priceless rarity. They are of enor- 
mous volume, all labeled and laid 
away. Acres of them are protected 
and preserved in the old tractor plane 
at Dearborn until they can be classi- 
fied and put in place in the museum 
being built near the main Ford ad- 
ministration building in Dearborn. 
This is adjacent to the site of the his- 
toric village. © 

In the collections are the Wayside 
Inn near Boston, the Burroughs 
homestead in the Catskills, the Ford 
homestead in the Old Scotch, settle- 
ment of Dearborn and the Botsford 
Inn in Detroit.

WESTERN FOREST FIRES 
NOW MORE DANGEROUS 


Montana and Idaho Threat- 
ened as Loes Reaches 
Millions. 


Washington, August 24.—()--The 
forest fire situation in Montana and 
Idaho was regarded today by the for- 
est service as verging on a disaster. 

The district forester at Missoula,

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~ NOW KNOWS PENURY 


Is Dependent. on ‘Old Man- 
chu Retainers for 
Living. 


| BY D. C. BESS, 

United News Staff..Correspondent. 
Peiping, August 24.—The “Boy Em- 
, peror,” once the ruler of all China, 
has moved. into a small: house in 
Tientsin with his wife and single con- 
cubine, because he can no longer af- 
ford to live in a large house. 

With his fortune almost gone, the 
former emperor it now dependent for 
support on the kindness of his old 
Manchu retainers. But they, too, are 
suffering from falling incomes, and 
are not able to spare him enough to 
keep up anything resembling an im- 
perial menage. 

The Boy Emperor, now approach- 
ing the age of 30, is not prepared to 
do anything to earn his living. He is 
not ambitious, and his friends say he 
has no hopes whatever of’ recovering 
his lost power. He is content to live 
quietly with his two women and a few 
Manchus who have remained with him 
since his abdication. 

Income Cut Off. 

When the emperor abdicated, an 
agreement was made to leave him 
possessor of his landed property and 
a large part of his jewels and curios. 
But’ succeeding so-called republican 
governments have ruled against this 
agreement, and the ex-emperor’s prop- 
erty has gradually been confiscated 
and sold. It is said that all of his 
income from property has now been 
cut off. 

The young ex-emperor also made 
an unfortunate investment. ‘He put 
$250,000, almost all of his ready 
money, into the Exchange Bank of 
China, a joint Japanese-Chinese in- 
stitution. A few months ago this 
bank failed because of the deteriora- 
tion in value of its investments in 
Chinese government bonds. The young 
emperor's: money was lost together 
with that of thousands of other un- 
fortunate Chinese depositors. 

The ex-emperor felt his poverty 
most keenly when the news was re- 
ported.to him that the tombs of his 
immediate ancestors, the Manchu em- 
perors, had been broken into by Chi-, 
nese soldiers and desecrated and rob- 


| bed. . 


Scraping together all the money he 
could, by the sale of some treasures, 
he managed to get $1,000 to contrib- 
ute to a fund for re-embalming and 


re-burying the bodies of the. Empress 
Dowager and other royal personages 
which bad been taken out of their 
coffins, stripped of their. ornaments, 
and thrown on the floors of their 
tombs. Other Manchus, onee_ rich 
and powerful, were able to contribute 
only an additional $4.000, and with 
this very simple burial rites were 


held. 
Kept 100 Servants. 

The ex-emperor has been living for 
the past two years in the Changyuan 
garden in Tientsin, located in the 
Japanese concession. Although the 
rent was given him free, by the divi- 
sional commander in charge of Tient- 
sin, the place was so large that he 
had to keep more than 100 servants 
and other expenses were in propor- 
tion. 

Seeing the young man’s plight, an 
old Chinese friend, Lu Chung-yu, of- 
fered him the use of one of his houses, 
also in the Japanese concession, and 
the ex-emperor decided at once to move 
with his household. 

It is estimated that the ex-emperor, 
his wife and his concubine, are now 
living on about $300 silver a month, 
or about $150 gold.

College football teams in this 
day are made in the spring, 
when a six-weeks’ workout de-

university elevens usually know 
what material they will have 
and upon which men they can 
depend. 

With Tulane and Bernie Bierman, 
this is not the case. 

The utter failure of a spring ses- 
sion that was to give thé Greenie 
mentor an idea what be was to have 


for a nuc.eus has placed Bierman in 
a mood of hope rather than one of 
certainty. His squad will not be knowa 
until sore days after the first con- 
vention of his eandidates, Labor Day. 

There are two facts that stand out. 
And these go with the assumption that 
all candidates on the border line of 
ineligibility will come through. 

TWO OUTSTANDING FACTS. 

Bierman will have his greatest 
backfield with which to work. And 
Ted Cox will have a fine front re- 
serve line with a pitiful reserve.

Why Uncle Remus Performed. 

Harris brought his family to Atlan- 
| ta out of the yellow fever epidemic in 
‘Savannah in 1877. He was induced 
by Captain Evan P. Howell, manag- 
ing editor of The Constitution, to 
join our staff and not return to his 
berth on the Savannah Morning News. 
He and I shared the same old pine 
writing table in the old office of The 
Constitution on Broad _ street, and 
there began a warm and _= sincere 
friendship betwen us that never abated 
“a jot or tittle while he lived. We 
had some close affinities of thought, 
temperament and sentiments. 

In the spring of 1878 I was ap- 
pointed by President Hayes.to be a 
secretary to our American commis- 
sioner-general to the International Ex- 
position at Paris, whither I went, tak- 
ing my family, to be gone for the bet- 
ter part of the year. I had been run- 
ning on this page almost daily com- 
ments in negro dialect upon current 
events and they had obtained wide 
popularity with the press of the na- 
tion. They were copied regularly by 
the leading papers from Maine to Cal- 
ifornia. 

When I went abroad Captain How- 
ell was afraid the papers would lose 
the habit of looking to The Constitu- 
tion for “nigger talk,” as he termed 
it. He knew Harris had casually used 
negro dialect in some of his Savannah 
News paragraphs, so he urged him to 
continue my vein. But Harris wouldn't 
undertake that. He said he woukdl 
try something in dialect, but differ- 
ent. Then he began the Uncle Remus 
stories, and. oh, how different they 
were, indeed! And how the fame of 
them has filled the nurseries and li- 
braries of the English-speaking world!

The Spirit of Uncle Remus. 


The Uncle Remus stories wére an 
evolution of accumulated observations, 
experiences. and mémoriés in an enyi- 
ronment peculiar to an era of south- 
ern life that can never be duplicated. 
In an isolated mid-Georgia county 
Harris grew up and absorbed the 
prevailing spirit of rich Caucasian cul- 
ture and the natural humoristie psy- 
chology of the African servitors of 
the community. The two influences 
gave to him a rare fund of materials 
for his famous literary achievements. 

Added to these were his own pro- 
nounced sense of the comic, for all his 
life the “funny end” of things struck 
him first, and his »eculiarly acute 
sense. of the instinctive workings of 
the child mind and heart-emotions. 
With that equipment he was more au- 
perbly qualified to compose the Un- 
cle Remus stories for the “little boy” 
than any man or woman who has ever 
figured in our literary world. 

Many have attempted to write like 
Harris and to fashion child-and-ani- 
mal stories after the Uncle Remus 
model, but their efforts have been 
“duds’’—many of them pluperfectly ri- 
diculous to any one well acquainted 
with either negroes or animals. 

Harris had the perfect art of seeing 
and hearing his characters, of losing 
his own self-consciousness in their im- 
agined thoughts and actions, and 
hence his stories breathed the atmos- 
phere of immortality.

The local, national and world-wide 
recognition of his genius and the val- 
ue of his outputs came to him without 
advertisement or solicitation. They 
just couldn’t fail to come to him as 
the literary experts and critics sensed 
the unusualness and cultural value of 
his contributions. His fame grew and 
widened with the continuity of his 
work—the creations of a spirit and 
brain in full love with his subjects. 

The people of Georgia especially do 
well and justly to honor the fame of 
Joel Chandler Harris, for none of her 
sons have given to her a more per- 
manent place in the eyes of the cul- 
tured circles of the civilized world. 
The people of Atlanta do well to keep 
his “Wren's Nest” as a perpetual and 
unique shrine for the visitations of 
Uncle Remus admirers from all quar- 
ters of the globe. The people of 
Eatonton and Putnam county will do 
an eminently just act in erecting a 
portrait statue of their most famous 
son at their county seat, now accessi- 
ble tu the whole wide world.

You appear to hold the view 
that the individual) has the right 
to interpret the Bible in his own 
way, in distinction from the Ro- 
man Catholic view that this right 
belongs to the divinely founded 
church. 

If your view is correct, wherein 
is the need for a Protestant to 
attend a church and listen to an 
interpretation offered by some- 
body else? 

Undoubtedly those individuals, 
whether Protestant or Roman Catho- 
lic, are best qualified to interpret this 
great literature who have had the 
necessary training and experience. A 
well educated clergyman who shares 
the spirit of the Seriptures and has 
devoted his best efforts to the task 
is usually a safer guide for the dis- 
covery of their significance than the 
average layman. Although the ma- 
jor truths of the Bible are simple, uni- 
versal and apprehensible by the plain 
person, it is erroneous to assume that 
the Book as a whole falls open at the 
touch of ignorance, pre-supposition or 
presumption. pee: 

There is a-depth. a sublimity and 
a farther horizon in the Sacred Oracles | 
before which the wisdom of first-class | 
minds stands subdued. Otherwise, 
how do you explain the differences of 
scholarly interpreters, to say nothing 
of the spurious ideas of fanatics who 
assert scriptural authority for what 
they say? 

The Protestant principle of freedom 
of interpretation precludes the min- 
ister from asserting that his views 
are binding and final. His fellow be- 


| echoose to remain 


lievers have a perfect right to disagree 
with them, if so inclined. But such 


disagreement should be based on rea- 
son and knowledge and_ expressed 
with fraternal courtesy. It is noth- 
ing short of disgraceful that bitter- 
ness, false accusation and misstate- 
ment should disfigure some contro- 
versies centering around the Bible 
and its elucidation. But these evils 
are the price to be. paid for liberty. 
and they do not obliterate the larger 
good resulting from its exercise. 

On the other hand, the Roman 
Catholic church instructs its in- 
herents that the voice of an infal- 
lible interpreter is the logical require- 
ment of an infallible Book. Nor have 
I ever been able to see the service 
rendered by Biblical infallibility un- 
less it is accompanied by an inerrant 
explanation of Biblical contents. 

This explanation, according to our 
brethren of the older communion, is 
supplied by the “body of tradition.” 
which they strenuously maintain. It 
is noteworthy, however, that the dor- 
trine thus established is acquiesced 
in by the individual members of that 
faith. So individualism prevails in 
the acceptance as well as in the non- 
acceptance of an inerrant interpreta- 
tion of Holy Scripture. 

If you are a Roman Catholie and 
one, the choice is 
personal. Nor could you surrender 
yourself to your church were you not 
free to make the surrender. In a 
word. whether one branch of Chris 
tianity or another is considered, it is. 
strictly speaking, the religion of the 
individual. He selects his own an- 
thority. This he may deposit in the 
church, or in the Bible as explained ° 
by the church, or in the Bible as he 
understands it, or in that “inner 
light” which distinguishes the doctrine 
of the Friends.

Review of conditions in Fultou 
county affecting feeble-minded per- 
sons, particularly children, and their 
care and training, will be undertaken 
by a cummittee authorized yesterday 
by the Child's United Social Service 
Committee, an organization including 
all social agencies, the juv nile court 
and representatives of the public. 

Dr. W. L. Gilbert, chairman of the 
committee, was authorized to appoint 
a committee of seven for the: survey, 
to report to the September meeting 
on a showing by social workers and 
educators in Atlanta and Fulton coun- 
ty, that they are confronted by a 
grave problem in handling the cases of 
feeble-minded citizens. 

“It is estimated that from two to 
four per cent of the population are 
defectives,” said Frank Miller. execn- 
tive lirector of the Community Chest, 
in a statement yesterday announcing 
plans for the survey. “It is evident 
that this is a public and not a se ial 
worker's problem only. 

“There no specitice 
either * city or county 
treatment and eare of these 
nates, although many of 
properly cared for and trained, er 
salvaged for self-support.

Brake Experts 
Warn Against 
Brake Compounds 


When brake lining is worn out it 
should be replaced with new lining 
rand not built up with the so-called 
brake repair compounds and trick ad- 
justments, according to W. T. Palmer, 
manager of the Russell Manufactur- 
ing company. 

Roughing up the worn edges, wedg- 
ing pieces of haeksaw blades between 
the bands and the linings and reduc- 
ing clearances to the minimum so as 
to get the last few miles of wear out 
of a piece of brake lining are especial- 
ly condemned. ae 

There are so many types of brakes 
on the market today that it is almost 
impossible to give any general rules 
as to how to keep brakes adjusted. 

The modern electric brake testing 
machines not only materially aid driv- 


ers to get the most out of their lin- 
ings but also show very quickly which 
wheel is out of adjustment. 

Poorly adjusted brakes will wear

It is an ‘ideal place for 
swimming beeause the water resem- 
bles a lake more than an arm of the 
sea, The writer had frequently heard 
of ei place and had always looked. 
up it as a village when in fact 
it has 80,000 inhabitants and in many 
respects is becoming quite modern. If 
has a hotel called the Atlantic, which 
resembles very much those seen at 
Atlantic City and like them is quite 
American with the addition of many 
things which our hotels do not fur- 
nish. 

Twenty minutes from Biarritz’ by 
motor is another old city of 80,000 
inhabitants known as Bayonne. No 
visitor to these parts should ever miss 
seeing this old city which was and 
still is the center of Basque life. It 
has a museum which shows all the 
early craftsmanship of this race of 
people, Its stores and shops are far 
better than those seen in: Biarritz. 
while its narrow streets and ancient 
buildings afford much that is of in- 
terest to the visitor.

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The new law building on the Mercer university campus is near com- 
pletion and will be ready for occupancy November 1. J, A. McClain, at 


right, is dean of the law school, 


Macon, Ga., August 24.—(#)-— 
Mercer university's new law school 
building for which funds were raised 
in a state-wide campaign last spring, 
is expected by Dean J. A. McClain 
to be ready for occupancy by Novem- 
ber 1. 

The new building, which has been 
especially designed for the needs of 
modern courses of legal instruction, 
will exhibit several notable features 
The first floor will contain in addi- 
tion to class room facilities for 190 
students a large room for court trial 
work. This room will be equipped 
with movable furniture and is. so 
planned as to provide intensive train- 
ing for the student in the actual man- 
ner in which court practice is carried 
on. 

A library of more than 11,000 vol- 
umes will be housed on the second 
floor. According to Dean. MeClain 
this is to be the most complete law 
library in the state of Georgia and 
will centain practically every Amer- 
ican and English decision ever report- 


\ 


ed. He has invited all members of 
the Georgia bar to make use of its 
facilities in preparing cases. A legal 
clinic is also to be established whith 
will answer legal questions sent. to 
it for investigation and briefing. 

Two years of college work are re- 
quired for admission to the law school 
with three years of legal study. for 
graduation. The faculty consists of 
four full-time professors and seven 
members of the Macon bar, who teach 
the procedure courses. The school has 
a Class A rating with the American 
Bar Association and the Association 
of Americar Law Schools of which it 
is a meuber, 

Three prominent Georgia jurists 
now dead have been deans of the Mer- 
cer law school. They were Judge 
Emory Speer, Judge William H. Fel- 
ton and Judge W. H. Fish. Judge 
Fish, a justice and chief justice of 
the supreme court of Georgia for a 
period of 26 years, was dean of the 
school in 1923 when it received a 
Class A rating.

DUAL USE OF SINGLE — 
CHANNEL IS FAILURE 


Simultaneous Broadcasting 


On One Wave Asserted 
Still in Future.

Washington, August 24.—(?)—For 
two or three years synchronization has 
been regarded as one of the big pos- 
sibilities in radio. 

Engineers looked to it as offering a 
method of greatly increasing the num- 
ber of broadcasting stations operating 
simultaneously. 

If two or more stations could broad- 
cast at the same time on the same 
wave length without impairing recep- 
tion, many additional programs or 
perhaps more important services could 
be peeepepesen in the broadcast 

and, 

Today government and commercial 
engineers are of the opinion that ex- 
periments so far have failed to dem 
onstrate the advantages of synchron- 
ization over single station operation 
on a cleared channel. 

Wire synchronization, the most suc- 
cessful method to date, is considered 
too costly. The most notable exam- 
ple has been the synchronization of 
WBZ and WBZA_ at Boston and 
Springfield, a distance of only 
miles. The prohibitive expense of 
constructing or leasing wire lines wil! 
probably prevent its general use over 
great distances. 

Recent experiments im the strictly 
radio methods of synchronization have 
shown that while interference was not 
bad in the immediate service ranges. 
reception was unsatisfactory in the 
intermediate areas remote from any 
of the synchronized stations. 

This condition has led Dr. J. H. 
Dellinger, chief of the radio division 
of the bureau of standards, to the 
conclusion that the use of only one 
station on a frequency is likely fo 
continue as the only means of givin: 
good service in large rural areas. 

Theoretical studies and actual tests 
indicate that while heterodyne inter- 
ference can be removed by synchron- 
ization, there is a fluctuation of signal 
intensity and an impairment of qual- 
ity due to a form of interference of 
the waves from the two stations. This 
reduces the quality reception range 
of each station. 

The gain expected from synchrohiz- 
ation, if successfully accomplished, is 
that many stations may he placed on 
one frequency, the sum of their small 
service area heing greater than the 
service area of one station if operating 
alone on the frequency.

Washington, August 24.—In a little 
more than ten days, on September 4, 
Mr. Hoover will have been in the 
White House six months. In anticipa- 
tion of that convenient milestone sum- 
maries of the new president’s achieve- 
ments are appearing. Already they are 
numerous. 

Necessarily the material of these 
summaries is about the same in all 
cases. They deal in common with what 
everybody recognizes as the more im- 
portant events associated with the 
presidency since March 4 last. : 

Such summaries can only differ in 
spirit, can only differ by reflecting 
contrasting judgments about what the 
president has been doing. The striking 
thing, therefore, about these summa- 
ries is that they do not differ in 
spirit at all. 

Among them two stand out because 
they come from democratic sources. 
That men having leadership in one 
party should speak favorably or even 
judicially of a president belonging to 
the other party is a landmark in 


not have happened 30 years ago. It 
would hardly have happened 15 years 
ago so conspicuously as it is now 
happening. 

dJudge’s Opinion. 


The editor of the periodical Judge 
begins his summary of the president’s 
early months thus: 

“As one who vo for Al Smith we 
beg leave at this functure to rise and 
doff our hat to Herbert Hoover and 
say loudly that he looks to us to be 
doing one swell job. Let us scan the 
record of his short five months: 

“1. The world peace movement has 
been transformed from timorous piety 
into a bold drive. Straddling tactics, 
such as saying that the Kellogg pact 
had no bearing on our cruiser building, 
have been abandoned. The day the pact 
was proclaimed Hoover shut down on 
naval construction. The day before 
that. he took steps to slash army costs, 
saving flatly that we have ‘the largest 
military budget of any nation in the 
world.’ And he has greatly advanced 
the hope of a disarmament. confer- 
ence.”’ 

That summary, it ts worth observ- 
ing, names as No. 1 in its listing, 
progress toward peace and toward 
limitation of armament. It is notice- 
able that other summaries give the 
same preferred position to the same 
subject—which may convey enlighten- 
ment as to what is really important 
in the world. 


Entitled to Praise. 


To the praise Judge gives to Mr. 
Hoover he is entitled, of course. The 
president is putting vigor and prac- 
ticality into sure-footed steps toward 
the avoidance of war. And he is at 
this time engaged in a patient, com- 
plex and likely to be prolonged nego- 
tiation looking toward reduction of 
armament. 

In additioa, there should. be men- 
tioned, as a concrete case, the part 
our government had in preventing war 
between China and Russia. That was 
a case of the prompt and energetic 
meeting of an emergency—and this 
sort of thing is fully as important as 
, the setting up of mechanisms for the 
| preven of war, such as the Kel- 


logg pacts. Mechanisms for averting 
‘war will go a very long way—but al- 
| ways, when crises come, there must 
‘be a statesman or statesmen with ini- 
|tiative and energy, prompt to meet 
ithe emergency and set the mechan- 
‘ism in/motion. That is the role Presi- 
dent Hoover filled in the case of Rus- 
sia and China. 

(One suggestion occurs. It is inci- 
dental, a little out of the current. But 
when a democrat is giving to the Kel- 
logg pacts the credit they genuinely 
and greatly deserve, he ought to recall 
the part that a democrat had in the 
ineeption of this idea. It is the fash- 
ion now to look condescendingly on 
the late William Jennings Bryan. But 
some scholar, some day, will point 
out the part Mr. Bryan had in giving 
early vitality to the thought that was 
later crystalized in the Kellogg pacts)

Hoover appointed an able 
farm board, which has promptly won 
over even the leaders of the ‘agrarian 
revolt.’ 

“3. When Hoover asked congress 
for ‘limited’ tariff revision he meant 
what he said. The current trend for 
lower rates on the necessities undoubt- 
edly stems from the White House. 


“4. Spasmodic economy has given 
way to genuine ‘super-economy.’ Be- 
ginning by putting the presidential 
acht Mayflower out of commission. 
oover is now swinging an ax over 
the postoffice department, which tre- 
bled its deficit under the Coolidge 
administration. He has revived his 
reorganization of government. bu- 
reaus. 


“Hoover has ordered publicity for 
all large income tax refunds. He has 
stopped the leasing of government oil 
lands. He choked off the silly cam- 
| republic _to 
raise a fund to ‘fight the reds.’ He 
set a precedent by naming the back- 
ers of the judges and others whom 
he appoints. He warned the repub- 
lican jeaders in the south that they 
must clean up or get out. . . He 
has called a conference on child wel 
fare, which will be of far-reaching 
importance. . , . The downright 
fact is that Herbert Hoover is show- 
ing the world that a man can be prac- 
tical and efficient and at the same 
time be a social idealist, charged with 
sentiment and imagination and in- 
spired, not troubled, by aspirations 
that look far beyond the range of 
material advantage. In this respect 
he may well be the prototype of the 
2 American of the better fu- 
ure. 


Other summaries of the president's 
early months in office necessarily over- 
lap upon the one quoted in part above. 
One of the others comes from a source 
which even more conspicuously than 
Judge was opposed to Mr. Hoover, and 
in favor of Governor Smith during the 
presidential campaign last year. The 
New York World, among the country’s 
daily papers. was probably the most 
vigorous and formidable opponent of 
the election of Mr. Hoover. The 
World’s summary of Mr. Hoover's 
first five months runs, in part, as 
follows: 


“It was a little bewildering to look 
back at the decisions Mr. Hoover has 
made and the actions’ he has taken in 
five short months in office. He was 
inaugurated on March 4, Within a 
week he had abolished the fiction of 
the official spokesman, announced his 
plan for a commission on law enforce- 
ment and called congress into special! 
session to act for farm relief. 


“In his second and third weeks in 
office he withdrew the government's 
oil lands from lease or sale in the in- 
terest of conservation, overturned the 
established policy of the treasury de- 
partment in respect to publicity for 
income tax refunds and called on the 
republican party in the south to re- 
organize itself from top to bottom and 
put and end to its scandals in patron- 
age. 

“Since that time we have had a 
steady succession of sharp decisions 
and prompt action; support of the 
constitutional government in the Mex- 
ican rebellion; a shift of policy at 
(reneva to acceptance of the French 
plan for measure in ‘global’ tonnage; 
intervention in a labor dispute to an- 
ticipate a strike on the Texas & Pa- 
cific railroad; appointment without 
loss of time and with wide popular 
approval of a commission to adminis- 
ter the new Jaw for farm relief; an- 
nouncement of a plan to summon inh 
1930 the first national conference on 
child health which ha& been held in 
20 years; an appeal to the chief 
naval powers of the world for action 
on arms limitation; a decision on the 
day of Mr. MacDonald’s address in 
the house of commons to postpone con- 
struction on three cruisers; a prompt 
defense of this policy in a letter ad- 
dressed to the national commander of 
the American Legion, and an equally 
prompt decision, following the prison 
riot at Leavenworth, to place before 
congress a program for the moderniza- 
tion of the antiquated prisons of the 
federal government. 

“Washington is a center of news 
these days, not hecause a corps of 
hard-working newspaper correspond- 
ents is doing its best to pick up tid- 
bits out of a great laissez-faire, but be 
cause a quick-witted and aggressive 
executive is plainly on the job.” 

Those summaries, in the nature of 
them, leave little else to be enumerat- 
ed. One point not conspicuous in the 
summaries above has struck the writer 
of the present article as very evident, 
and extremely important. Through- 
out the entire government, not only in 
Washington, but in the federal offices 
all over the country, there is a tonic 
quality, difficult to describe, but easy 
to perceive. Only in part does it flow 
from the presence of new men ap- 
pointed By Mr. Hoover to the public 
service. It infuses the existing per- 
sonnel as well. It is not a mere case 
of more work done; it is a greater 
pride in work and a greater vigilance 
and enthusiasm for the public good. 

An example is the federal judiciary. 
To say the federal judiciary had be- 
come in recent years less than it once 
was, would be misleading. Taken by 


pnd large, the federal judges have at 


all times composed, on the whole, 
about the finest body, of similar size. 
in the country. In any body, there 
are exceptions, and it is true that 
within the last few years rather more 
federal judges than formerly have 
come into the public eye in connections 
not helpful to their dignity. In some 
parts of the country, under the influ- 
ence of local politics, the standards 
for men recommended by political 
sponsors to be federal judges, had re- 
laxedi. 

The undoing of that, the restora- 
tion of the standards of President 
Roosevelt's day. is not likely to arise 
locally among the senators and other 
political leaders who make recom- 
mendations. It must proceed from 
whoever is president, and in part from 
whoever is attorney-general. It can 
only come about as one more draft 
in addition to the many we have 
come to make on the vitality and 
patient determination and judgment 
of whoever is in the White House. 

An elevation of standards, a spirit 
of tonic in the air, is a universal 
characteristic of the government serv- 
ice under the new president. It is 
as apparent in the local federal ju- 
diciary throughout the country, and 
the federal officials associated with 
them, as anywhere else. Part of the 
process through which President Hoo- 
ver is bringing thie about is 
to in one of the summaries above. 
It was a startling jnnovation Mr. Hoo- 
ver initiated when he made public 
the names of the sponsors and back- 
ers of men selected to be federal 
jud That practice will help a good 
deal. But the whole of the process 
involves much more. When the work 
has been under way long enough for 
resyits to show, this elevation of the 

raonnel engaged may be the most 
Fondamental of President Hoover's 
achievements. It is the sort of achieve- 
ment that does not make itself sper- 
tacular in a single event. It multi- 
plies itself as many times as there are 
men in the public service. It goes ~ 
farther than t It becomes a bene- 
volent infection.

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Hokkaido, Japan’s Frontier Island

OKEAIDO, the original home of 
the “bearded lady,” figured in the 
news recently as the scene of 
=-— great and destructive forest fires. 


Hokkaido is a sort of frontier island—the 
Japanese region which corresponds in a 


way with America’s “Wild West” of two 
generations ago. The island lies just north 
of what is known as the Japanese main- 
land, the island of Hondo. 


“The bearded lady of -Hakkaido is. not 
really bearded,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of the 
National Geographie Society, “but she 
sports on her upper lip a neatly tattooed 
mustache that reaches almost to her ears. 
This practice is not in effect among the 
Japanese women of Kokkaido. It is the 
habit of the native Ailnu women who pay 
a delicate compliment to their husbands. 
The Ainu men do not shave nor cut their 
hair after a certain age, and all the grown 
males look like animated mops with full 
b@mrds and bushy heads. The women, who 
are little more than slaves, simulate this 
hirsute adornment with tattoo and let their 
hair grow to shoulder length in a fuzzy 
bob. 


People Who Never Take a Bath. 


“The Ainu are one of Japan's mysteries. 


Some anthropologists have cailed them ab- 
original Japanese but their theories do not 
work out. Many of them have distinctly 
Aryan types of faces. It is thought that 
they may be a remnant of some neolithic 
people. They are a gentle, shy and only 
partly civilized people, who contrast sharp- 
ly with their Japanese conquerors. The 
Japanese are rapidly developing Hokkaido 
and the Ainus are now greatly outnum- 
bered. 

“Most Japanese bathe daily but the Ainu 
housewife cannot be bothered washing her 
cooking utensils, and her house reeks with 
the smell of ancient fish. Ail the per- 
fumes of Araby could not make atiractive 
to the western nose the home of an ordi- 
nary Ainu family. 

Mustache Lifters and Wooden Spoons. 

“The long beards of the Ainu men have 
necessitated the invention of a mustache 
lifter when they eat. They also use chop- 
sticks. but the women eat with wooden 
spoons. There are no dining room tables 
nor chairs, so everyone sits on the floor, 
which has been covered with a double mat. 

“The favorite viand on the menu is 
meat, whenever it is procurable. Bear meat 
is preferred but the Ainu will eat any-

that a diplomatic practice which put mil- 
lions of men to work slaughtering each 
other without any desire upon their part 
to do so, could no longer be maintained. 

No better illustration could be had of the 
vicious results which flow from secret 
diplomacy than the Anglo-French naval 
conference. This incident illustrates, first, 
the evils which result from the practice of 
dealing with important international mat- 
ters in secret. I do not assume that there 
was anything back of that conference other 
than a sincere desire to break the dead- 
lock, as it were, in the disarmament pro- 
gram. In the open it might. have been 
accepted as of little significance, or it 
might even have met with approval. 


But in secret anything could be inferred, 
surmised or asserted—an Anglo-French en- 
tente, a challenge by France and England 
to the growing naval power of the United 
States, or the bringing together of the mili- 
tary power of France and the naval power 
of England for unfriendly purposes. The 
fact that the conference was in secret 
aroused suspicion in all quarters and en- 
gendered in the popular mind a distrust 
which it will take some time to allay. I do 
not know of anything in late years which 
had a more pronounced effect in the United 
States in giving an unfortunate impression 
than this incident. In these times and in 
the light of the world’s experience Guring 
the last thirty years, the public is perfect- 
ly justified in attributing sinister motives 
to all international understandings which 
are afraid of the light. 

Ti is fortunate that the public feels this 
way. There is no relic of autocratic davs 
which the people cught more earnestly to 
insist upon removing fully and remorse- 
lessly than this old practice of keeping 
from the public the relationship between 
governments. There can be no easier way 
to. break down friendly relations, to de- 
moralize al) efforts toward disarmament, 
even to start huge naval building porgrams 


and frustrate all progress toward world 
peace, than for the leading powers to con- 
tinue the vicious practice of secret diplo- 
macy. It does not make any difference 
how legitimate or how sincere the actual 
purpose may be, the method in the future 
will have to be considered. 

One of the great newspapers in England, 
in an editorial in 1912, said: “Who, then, 
makes war? The answer is to be found in 
the chancelleries of Europe among the men 
who have become so enmeshed in formulae 
and the jargon of diplomacy that they have 
ceased to be conscious of the poignant real- 
ities with which they trifle, and thus war 
will continue to be made until the great 
masses who are the sport of professional 
schemers and dreamers say the word which 
shall bring not eternal peace—for that is 
impossible—but a determination that war 
shall be fought only in a just and righteous 
and vital cause.” 

I venture to say that there is nothing 
more vital to a right understanding among 
nations and to the confidence and respect 
which should obtain in imternational af- 
fairs than the utter abandonment of secret 
diplomacy. The thing which is being done 
may be really of littl moment or amount 
to nothing. But the world nevertheless will 
sav: “The quality of nothing hath not such 
need to hide itself 

There can be only one safe rule, and 
this the people should insist upon: that 
whatever binds their government, and 
therefore binds them, whatever they may 
perchance be called upon to defend with 
their treasure and their lives, of that they 
are entitied to be informed from the be- 
ginning. “Delicate questions,” of which we 
hear much when secret diplomacy is assail- 
ec, are generally questions which could not 
stand the acid test of public scrutiny, 
either as to their wisdom or as to their jus- 
tice. No peoples should have imposed upon 
them vast and exacting liabilities without 
the fullest opportunity to know from the

No Priests or Ministers. 


“Although they have numerous gods, the 
Ainus have no stable religion ‘and no 
ministers. When they feel religious, the 
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village chief conducts the céremonies. The 
bear is the most important god. He is the 
king of the forests and when a bear is killed 
for food, the pious natives usually follow 
the killing with a big funeral in his honor, 
The skull of the bear is placed on a pali- 
sade in the village and is reverenced chiefly 
by a slow rubbing and raising of hands. 
Many of the Ainu gods are propitiated with 
offerings of willow sticks whose bark has 
been whittied into clusters of shavings. 

“There are only about 15,000 Ainu left. 
Their chief diversion is drinking sake. the 
Japanese rice wine. This potent liquor they 
drink like water, for they assert that the 
Grunker a man gets the more virtuous he 
becomes!”

MALITHIN a few days the greatest 
} long distance swimmers in the 
| = world will plunge into the icy 
ete waters of Lake Ontario, each with 
the determination to win the annual Wil- 
liam Wrigley fifteen-mile marathon race. 
This competitive classic had its inception 
a few months after Gertrude Ederle had 
popularized swimming by being the first 
woman to cross the English Channel, estab- 
lishing a new record, which later was low- 
ered by Vierkoetter, of Germany, and 
Michel, of France. The event was ‘Yirst 
held in January of 1927, and the course 
was from Santa Catalina Island to the 
mainiand of southern California. Though 
the best international and American swim- 
mers competed, only one finished—George 
Young, of Toronto, seventeen years of age. 


These three stars, Miche), Vierkoetter 
and Young. will all be factors in the 
Tororio race and are now training for it. 
Fach is preparing himself in his own way 
for this most gruelling test that sport has 
to offer. Fifteen miles in the water cor- 
responds to seventy-five miles on the land. 
and in order to swim that far in compe- 
tition, it is necessary not only to be in 
marvelous physical condition, with an 
abundance of stamina and reserve enerey. 
but it is essential to have the ri¢ht mental 
attitude as well. 


“Trudy” Ederle told the writer after <hat 
immortal achievement of hers that as she 
battled for hours in the cold choppy Chan- 
nel, it was her imagination which proved 
to be her greatest foe. She could not help 
but coumt the miles ahead of her. and when 
at last she came in sight of the low. grav 
cliffs of England, she thourht that they 
would never draw nearer. Hours passed, 
and the same amount of turbulent sea 
seemed between herself and her goal. 
“Trudy” still claims that if K. had not been 
for a jittle phonograph that continued to 


grind out merry tunes she would never 
have made it. Music stilled her imagina- 
tion and strengthened her courage. 


There is still another hazard, the most 
difficult of all for the athlete to conquer. 
Last year it was victorious over all the 
swimmers at Toronto. I refer to the cold 
temperature of the Canadian lake, which 
at times, even in mid-summer, is unbear- 
able for any prolonged period. Inasmuch 
as Marathon swimming in cold water is a 
new undertaking, it has required several 
years for the foremost swimmers of the 
world to master all of its intricacies. But 
the reports emanating from the various 
training camps of the favorites indicates 
that the men have at last come to a full 
understanding of all the difficulties before 
them and not one but many are likely to 
finish this year’s race. This is chiefly due 
to the fact that they have tempered their 
bodies so that they can withstand cold 

Of the leading candidates for first hon- 
ors, Michel, of France, deserves more than 
passing consideration. The lithe French- 
man has had davs when he was unbeat- 
abie, and it was upon one occasion 
that he conquered the channel, establishing 
aimost incredibie and world

It took even 
the colonel a few days to gain world-wide 


recognition, as the storv of a_ certain 
Swedish sea captain, who came to port 
after Lindbergh had reached Paris, will 


prove. For it seems that the sea camiain 
knew nothing about the flight and hearing 
the renowned aviators name on every 
hand, he became curious and _ inquired, 
“Who is this Lindbergh that every one is 
talking about?” Some one informed him, 


“Why, dont you know? Lindbergh flew 
to Paris!” The Swedish captain smiled 
and drawlingly replied: “It’s about time 


that the Swedes did something in athletics. 
I haven't heard of a Swede doing anything 


since Johnson licked Jeffries.” 


The rise and fall of George Young fur- 
nishes one of the intriguing pages of spor' 
history. When William Wrigley first pro- 
posed his $25,000 Ca.alina Channel swim, 
this yvouth, hvinge in Toronto decided tha 
here was his great opportunity He had 
done some long-distance swimming in 
Canada and had alwavs loved and almost 
lived in th water So. with a pal. Ihe 


crossed the country on a motorcvcie whi n 


finailv broke down. so that they were 
forced ‘o finish their jeurnev bv hooking 
rides When he reached southern Cali- 
Oornia, he was, of course virtually wun- 
known and his chances for success were 
emall indeed. A friend of the family train- 
ed him at Santa Monica. believed in him 
and gave him the confidence that he 
needed 

rhe race was no more than well under 


way before Young was up with the ilead- 
ers, and as the early pace men fell back, 
Young kept on gaining until he was out in 
front. Every one expected him to falter, 
but hour after hour he stroked his way 
straight toward the Thainland, gaining on 
his field until at last he touched the shore 
of the mainland more than twenty hours 
after he had left Catalina. 

Young was the only one to finish this 
race. Overnight his name became a house- 
hold word and the opportunity for wealth, 
fame and future happiness was thrown at 
his feet. He was only a boy who had no 
vet completed a high school education. and 
he was bewildered, mismanaged and ill- 
advised.

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the quarter-mile, and his achievements 
were checked only by the entrance of 
America into the World war. 

An interesting story is told of Ross dur- 
ing his service days. It seems that he was 
a lieutenant of aviation, stationed at North 
Island, San Diego, and was not only 4 
skillful flver but an adept Romeo as well. 
He enjoyed swooping over a private fin- 
ishing school at La Jola every morning be- 
fore classes, and waving to one of the at- 
tractive girls enrolled there. But he sa- 
luted once too often, and while watching 
her instead of where he was going, he flew 
into a cliff. 

Ross fell into the sea, which, of course, 
was no hardship upon him, but his plane 
was a total wreck. The story of how he 
had losteit drifted back to the commandant 
of the camp, and Ross was confined to 
the island. But even this did mot cure 
him, and he made an engagement to meet 
the young lady at a dinmer dance on the 
mainland. Unable to secure a boat to row 
across, he made arrangements to have his 
clothes laid out for him at a cottage on 
the beach at Coronado, and at dusk he 
plunged into the bay and swam for sev- 
eral hours to fill his appointment. 

But Ross had no luck. For they had 
no more than reached the dance when the 
commandant appeared. The lieutenant 
made a break for the door, not sure that 
he had been detected, and started right 
back for North Island. He was only about 
half way when the searchlight of a patrol 
boat picked him up and he was carried 
back to confinement again. But it was 
worse than that this time, and while the 
commandant was debating what he should 
do with his handsome young giant, orders 
came. from General Pershing that Ross 
should join the A. E. F. immediately and 
help the United States in the Inter-Alled 
swimming championships at Paris. 

Norman Ross was marvelous at that 
meet, making enough points by himself to 
win the championship for his country. He 
raced in everything from the 100 to the 
1.500 meters, and during the week of the 
games he seemed to be continually in com- 
petition. Needless to add, his gallam 
showing indefinitely postponed action 
against him, and when his service days 
were ended he continued to break records 
all over the world. 

In 1920. at Antwerp, Ross won the 
Olympic 400 meter crown, and placed high 
in several other events, proving himself to 
be the biggest star of those games. Later, 
he married an Hawaiian princess and re- 
tired from competition, but not until he 
had discovered the fastest swimmer of 
them all, Johnny Weissmuller. He helped 
to teach Johnny the fundamentals and saw 
to it tha. all of the great natural ability of 
the “human fish” was fully developed. 

The moose, moreover, is considered a 
cagey sort of beast, and Ross qualified in 
this respect also, particularly in his keen 
competitive judgment in the matter of 
breaking records Before his time if an

off. Holding back his best, Ross would 
sometimes break and rebreak his own rec- 
ord a half dozen times for the same dis- 
tance. 


Some might wonder why Ross, if he 
were capable of doing so well and knew it, 
did not go out and break the record as 
much as possible at the first opportunity. 
The Big Moose was wise enough to under- 
stand that if he did so on his first attempt, 
in future races over the same distance peo- 
ple would be disappointed when he did not 
break or at least equal his previous mark. 
By breaking and rebreaking his own rec- 
ords Ross was able to build up a big pub- 
licity campaign for swimming as well as 
for himself, and was the first man really to 
popularize the sport. For sports followers 
the world over are always eager to see new 
records created. 


This method of breaking his own best of- 
ficial figures was employed by Ross as an 
amateur swimmer. But after the Olympic 
games of 1920 he became the athletic direc- 
tor of the Detroit Athletic club, and in 
other ways capitalized upon his athletic 
prowess. He never expected to swim in 
competition again, inasmuch as there were 
no regular professional races in those days. 
Now and then some one would attempt 
crossing the English Channel, generally 
without very much success, and with no 
promise of wealth or fame even if the 
Swim were successful. 

Ross was not interested in distance 
Swimming, and he was most susceptible to 
cold waver. Afler the Inter-Allied Games 
at Paris in 1919 Ross did enter a ten-mile 
swim down the Seine River, winning by al- 
most a full mile. At that time he felt 


shores of California during the winter 
months. 

Though Ross stayed within hailing dis- 
tance of Young for many miles he felt the 
cold far more than the vouthful Canadian, 
His legs and arms became so cramped that 
it was impossible for him to continue his 
regular stroke. The gameness and cour- 
age of the “bit moose” never deserted him. 
He stayed in that water as long as Young 
himself, toward the last gaining less than 
an eighth of a mile an hour, until the an- 
nouncement had been mace that George 
Young had won. Ross would probably 
have been there vet, his friends say, if no 
one else had finished. For his sptrit was 
unconquered by the weakness of his body 
or the torture of cold water. 


Returning to Chicago, Norman Rosas was 
again successful in business, but the Chan- 
nel race had awakened old ambitions and 
desires and he knew that he would never 
rest content uncil he had deieated the man 
who had beaten him. Since that Catalina 
race Foss has entered several long-distance 
swimming compctitions, but the co'd water 
has always whipped him. 

But this time, he savs. it will be differ- 
ent and he will win. Personally, I am 
rather inclined to believe in his predic- 
tion, because during his long period in 
amateur competition he never said that 
he would win a race that he cidn't do it, 
True, he seldom mace predic'ions, and then 
enly when he felt certain of his charnves. 
In 1919 at the Inter-Allied Games he. was 
the only one I know of who, before the 
track races, predicted that I would win 
both the 100 and the 200-meter events. 

There is another and more important 
reason why Ross should win the Toronto

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that he might possibly develop into a long- 
distance swimmer and went over to have 
a look at the channel. He worked out for 
a few davs at Cape Gris-Nez, the place 
that Gertrude Ederle later was to make 
famous as her training quarters. But the 
Big Moose found that the water was en- 
tirelv too cold, and he could not endure it 
for more than an hour at a stretch, which

After 
a period of almost phenomenal financial 
success he met with a number of discour-

Counting upon his experience as an 
amateur swimmer, his great physique and 
his marvelous condition. and fully realizing 
the importance of what ich a victory 
could mean to him, he set about to pre- 
pare himself for that great marathon

Norman Rosas He backed himself and it 
cost him a large sum of money The buai- 
nessiike Way he set abou preparing, to- 


pether with his wide repuvation, made him 


a pre-race favorite He NAG @ASs nis Cog ie 
ine famous FErnie Brans'ten of Stanford 
University, and he trained at Palo Alto for 
keveral weeks finishing up h work at 


(ataliina Isiand In ail of his preparations 
Ross omitted only one factor—and it spell- 
ed his failure. For he did not immune 
nhimse.f to the temperature of the water, 
which runs colder between Caltlaiina and

He believes that he has at last com- 
pletely conquered cold water. In the mat- 
ter of speed, stamina and generalship he 
is unquestionabiy the favorite Tempera- 
ture is the on!v obstacle which could have 
defeated him. and he feels that he has at 
last mastered ihis. For in his training he 
has taken lessons from that old Greek hero 
of mythology, Milo The story goes that 
Milo developed his herculean strength by 
each day lifting a baby calf..and when the

No other athicte im any sport is more 
capable of profiting by a championship 
than this same blue-eyed, curly-headed 
giant, known as the Big Moose, He has 
color. He is a splendid speaker: a good 
writer and a born promoter. Had he beem

in baseball, golf or football and had sue. 
ceeded as he has in swimming, he would 
have been one of our immortal athietle 
figures. 

The Big Moose laughingly says that 
there is just one handicap for him et 
Toronto, and that is too active an imag- 
ination. In order to run or swim long dis- 
tances, he claims a man cannot afford 
to think teo much. His mind comes under 
the strain of speculation and he exhausts 
his nervous energy. But Ross says that 
he has at last become dumb enough te be 
a good distance swimmer, and he cites his 
long period of preparation for this ordeal 
as proof enough 

However, the big fellow is not so dunsh 
but that he happens to be one of the lead- 
ing promoters in Chicago today, owning 
his own publicity agency and backing whip- 
pet and greyhound racing-—-from the tne 
side. He has a grand sense of humor, 
great confidence in his own ability and the 
courage to meet failure and defeat with 
a smile 

Those who have backed Ross to win this 
year's swim are confident in the knowl- 
edge that their nmran ts sure to be in prime 
condition when he hits the water. Though 
no one cares less for the routine of train- 
ing, he has stuck to his job religiously 
and is in superb condition 

As an illustration of his fortitude and 
self-control, an incident which occurred 
on the 1920 Olympic trip will serve excel- 
lentiy. ‘Those games came during that 
period when the United States, as well aa 
olner nations, Was going through a sieeowe 
of readjustment. The only ship that could 
be turned over to the American Olymple 
team was the Princess Matotka. the worst 
transport in all our service Two days 
@iter she had returned from France with 
a cargo of our soldier dead. we of the 
Olympic teame« were sent back across the 
sea in her here war no means of recrea- 
Lion aboard, and for thirteen oays we were 
compelled to eat poor food. sleen in in un- 
healthy quarters and paas the time as best 
we couid 

In our search for amusement, crap-shoot- 
ing became the order of the day, and at 
the first necting Norman Rosas made ea 
clean-up and he never played on that ship 
again. He knew thal he could make @oud 
um of the money overseas, and he was 
equaily sure that if he went back inte the 
game he would jose all he had made and 
probabiy more beside 

Hut it took tremendous fortitude to idbe 
away all of those days at sea with nothing 
to do except watch others play llhat same 
control, backed by confidence, a long pertad 
Mf sticere and falttiful training, together 
with the resaponsaibi y of mating goad for 
those who have supported him, makes Near 
man Moas my favorite to win the Wriglep 
loron'to Marathon, even against such stare 
aa Michel of Frame.

In 
the Marlow case the characters in the tale 
are witnesses and they, like the ten little 
Indians, are one by one dropping ow of 
the picture, leaving the case just about 
where it was the nicht the taciturn Mr. 
Marlow went to his foreordained doom. 


Responsibility for this new failure of the 


New York police department is being 
reaced upon the tailored shoulders of the 
commissioner, Mr. Grover Whalen. Com- 
missioner Whalen's critics are saying that 


he has the misfortune of being unfitied for 
this most exacting job. They are pointing 
out that whereas most great detectives say 
hittle and accomplish much, Mr. Whalen 
has a way of saving a great deal and get- 
ting nowhere. The general public in the 
meantime, already disgusted with the way 
the Rothstein case was handled, is regret- 
ting that its police commissioner’ didn't 
train for this job somewhere else than on 
the deck of the S. S. Macom. 

To give the chairman of the mayor's re- 
ception committee his due, the failure to 
date in the Marlow case is certasain'yv not 
for the lack of effort on his part. On the 
contrary, Commissioner Whalen seems to 
have striven tremendous!iv to break the 
case. But all {. no avail. 


Furthermore. the commissioner's repeat- 
ed predictions regarding decisive action 
the identity of the slavers, the collapse of 
the witnesses, etc., etc. should be attributed 
to inborn optimism rather than to guile 
That all these announcements seem to 
have evaporated into thin air merely indi- 
cates once again thal an underwor'’ mur- 


der is a hard nut to crack. 

The Maricw murder was a typical un- 
derworld assascinaticn. 

The victim, born Grandolfo Curto. first 


saw the light of day in Prince street. Man- 
hattan, and lived to the advanced under- 
world age of forty-five. He was arresied 
in 1908 on a charge of burglary, but the 
sharge was dismissed and a year later his 
gortrait was removed from the rogues gal- 


lery by court order. He became a man-

In the last year or so his boxers were 
not as successful as some had been in the 
past—and the same might be said of his 
horses. 

Marlow became part owner of the Club 
Rendezvous in 1926 but sold out to Larry 
Fay for $10,000. He also had an interest. 
along with Johnny Wilson and Bill Duffy, 
enother figure in the fight and show busi- 
in the Silver Slipper, a night club at 
street and Broadway. He was often 
seen there, a quiet, inconspicuous sort of 
man, sitting somewhere in the background 
content to let some one else do the talking. 

As for his domestic affairs, Marlow was 
married, but had separated from his wife 
in 1923. After his death it was said that 
he had been planning to divorce his wife 
and marry Dolores Farris, a musical com- 
edy dancer, in whom he had a financial as 
well as a sentimental interest. It was said 
that he had tried to induce his wife to 
move to Cleveland so that he could take 
advantage of the less stringent Ohio di- 
vorece laws, but his in-laws suspected the 
ruse and frustrated his plans. 

Exactiv what his connections were with 
the liquor traffic we do not know, though 
ihere have been al!l sorts of statements by 
Whalen and others regarding his activities. 

What we du Know is that he was broke 
and owed a lot of money. Exactiv how he 
got into straitened circumstances and to 
whom he owed the money remain undis- 
closed. Whether he was siain because of 
his uniultilled obligations or because of ef- 
forts to “muscle in” on somebody else's 
racket in order to recoup his fortunes, or 
because of some other activity which may

have aroused the ire of certain enemies— 
that too is unknown. 


In fact. about all we know is that Frank 
Mariow was murdered. So let us get on 
to that . 


He was exterminated at a little after 
9 o'clock the evening of June 24, 1929. He 
was hurled from a fast moving automobile 
into a thicket at a rather appropriate spot 
—opposite the gate of Flushing cemetery, 
Queens avenue and 166th street, Flushing. 
Two Bayside men, Charles Brant and 
Charles Nicolo, saw him fall and thought 
he had been struck by the car. They 
reached him within a moment or so of the 
assassination. 


The two ran four blocks to a_ police 
booth and with the aid of Policeman 
Frederick Sherwood carried the uncon- 


scious man to the booth. The officer saw 
that there was a bullet hole in the right 
temple. another in the right jaw and an- 
other in the front of the neck. All wounds 
were surrounded by powder marks. 

The injured man died before the arrival 
of an ambulance. 

When papers on his person had identi- 
fied him as Frank Marlow, the police de- 
partment immediately became very active. 
Commissioner Whalen, Chief Inspector O'’- 
Brien, Inspector Mulrooney and Deputy 
Commissioner Leach arrived on the scene 
at ll o'clock. Detectives hurried to the 
Victoria hotel, Seventh avenue,. near 51st 
street, where Marlow had stopped, and 
later to La Tavernelle restaurant, on West 
92d street, where he had eaten his last 
supper about an hour before his death 

They learned that a few minutes before 
his body was found a telephone call to his 
suite had been answered by a womans 
voice, which said: 


“Frank isn't here, but he ought to be 
here anv minute.” 
When the detectives got tio the hotel 


however, the suite was locked. 

Ignatius Coppa, proprietor of La Taver- 
nelle. told the police that Marlow had 
eaten alone and behind a grill, but this 
information was found to be inaccura‘e 
Mariow had not eaten alone. His compan- 
ioms at this last repast had been Johnny 
Wilson, Edward ‘Boston Louie) Lewis, of 
Brookline, Mass.: Al Seigel, a dancer, and 
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t Has Happened to Justice? 


Mary Seiden. known as “Mickey of the 
Rendezvous.’ Coppa himself had sat there 
a time. Marlow had been with them until 
forty-five minutes before he was killed. 


When the police found this out they took 
all five into custody and held them as ma- 
terial witnesses. 


According to Commissioner Whalen, the 
slain man had apparently been marked 
for death and had known of his danger. He 
had been in Boston within recent days. 
Some weeks before the murder one of his 
fighters, Ricardo Bertazzalo, an Italian 
heavyweight, had fought Jim Maloney, 
Boston heavyweight, and had won on a 
foul. There were reports, as there usually 
are when the favorite loses, that the fight 
had not been altogether on the level. Re- 
cently Marlow had come to New York to 
arrange another fight for Bertazzalo. 


He had gone to the Vicforia hotel, 
where he was well known, and tried to reg- 
ister under the name of “Frank Ross.” The 
management had objected, so he had reg- 
istered under his own name. 


Yet on the other hand he had been un- 
armed when he was slain. His gun was 
founa among his effects at the hotel. 


Commissioner Whalen began feeding the 
public his little pellets of optimism within 
a few hours of the killing. “We have de- 
veloped important leads today in Manhat- 
tan,” he said on the 25th. Later he indi- 
cated that formal charge would be made 
against certain men for the murder. ‘We 
are getting important information,’ he 
said. 

Whalen said that Lewis, a man with a 
record for assault, liquor running and other 
offenses, had come to New York from Bos- 
ton on June 14 and registered at the Pres- 
ident hotel. On June 24, the day of the 
murder, he moved to the Half Moon ho- 
tel ait Coney Island. Seigel had a home 
in Coney Island, said the commissioner, 
but nevertheless went to the Half Moon to 
share Lewis’ room. Lewis told friends, said 
Whalen, that he had a hot tip from Mar- 
low on the second race at Aqueduct. 

Whalen had learned that on the fatal 
day Lewis Seigel, Mickey Seiden and John- 
ny Wilson went to Marlow's apartment in 
the Victoria hotel in a sedan driven by 
Coppa. Then the whole party drove to the 
race track. Lewis bet $2,700 on Marlow’'s 
tip and lost. Wilson and Coppa, he said, 
Slipped away from the parity and went to 
Marlow’s rooms. Later Marlow and the 
others arrived. 

Later they all went to La Tavernelle for 
dinner. 

The meal was about over when Wilson 
was called to the telephone, continued the 
commissioner. While he was at the phone. 
Marlow told them he had a daie and left 
them on the sidewalk. Mickey ran after 
him to say goodby, according to her story. 
but halted when she saw him enter an 
automobile with two men. 

“Those are the two men we want.” said 
Whalen. “We have uncovered plenty of 
leads and subjects for investigation and 
are getting more all the time.” 

Neither Mrs. Minnie Curto, the slain 
mans widow, nor Miss Farris, dancing in 
the “New Moon” show in London. could 
give the police.any help. Miss Farris faint- 
ed when the news of Marlow’'s death reach- 
ed her. She did not take part in the show 
on the evening of the 25th. She said she 
knew of no enemies nor any reason for 
Marlow being put on the spot. 

Detectives were dispatched to_—ithe 
S imeling-Uzcudun fight the night of the 
-oth in the hope of picking up Boston 
Suspects. Commissioner Whalen announc- 
ed. also. that the department was investi- 
gating long distance and local] telephone 
Cails by certain of Marlow’'s associates. He 
said Boston Louie did a lot of telephon- 
ing and subsequently got $3.500 from Bos- 
ton. 


“Lewis has not given a satisfactory ex- 
this incidem,’ he declared 

Later it was said that the $3,500. accord- 
ing to Lewis, was for the purpose of paving 
off the race track bets. 

Next. word from Boston on the 27th that 
New York devectives there were looking for 
Michael Rocco, known as Mickey the Wise 
Guy. He had been seen in Flushing just 
before the murder, it was said, and had 
arrived back in Boston the day afterward. 
Later he was reported found, questioned

We visit the unique Swiss Village on Com- 
modore James’ estate in Newport. Then we 
see snatches of the K. of C. Bazar in prog- 
ress. The “Beach” seems a veritable naval 
rendezvous with its throngs of navy men. 
We are back on board our home at 
midnight. 


Thursday we are off again, this time for 
division maneuvers and tectical exercises in 
the forenoon, then on to Rockland, Maine, 
where we are to spend our week-end liberty.

OCIFEROUS demands for cookies 
\ from the family make one long 
for an easy way to make those 
rapidly disappearing morsels and per- 
haps there is no better method than by 
making ice box cookies. The dough is 
stirred up, rolled in waxed paper and 
tucked away in,.the ice box until the 
time comes to bake the cookiés, when 
they are simply sliced off as thin or 
thick as you please and put in the oven 
to bake. Another advantage of these 
cookies is that since the dough is thor- 
oughly chilled not as much flour is 
needed as for rolling them out and a 
more delicate cookie results. Still an- 
other advantage is that the cookies may 
be kept in the ice box for quite some time 
and only the number wanted baked so 
that the small family can have fresh 
cookies on hand and not have to eat 
stale ones for days on end. The house- 
keeper's time is saved since the one 
making up of the cookie dough is suf- 
ficient for several fresh bakings. 


Ginger Snaps 

Ginger snaps are always popular and 
these are crispy, little ones, for they 
should be cut off wafer thin: 

1 cup butter or drippings 

1 cup brown sugar 

1 cup molasses 

4% teaspoon ginger 

1% teaspoons soda 

2'% cups flour 

Cream the shortening and add the 
sugar. Bring the molasses to the doil- 
ing point and add the first mixture. 
Let cool. Mix and sift the dry ingred- 
ients ‘(if drippings are used the salt 
should be increased to one teaspoon) and 
add to the molasses mixture. Roll the 
dough in waxed paper and put in the 
refrigerator overnight. When ready to 
bake, slice thin, place on well oiled 
cookie sheets and bake in a moderate 
oven—350 degrees—for ten to twelve 
minutes. This will make ten dozen gin- 
ger snaps. If the cookies are stored ina 
cold place and kept tightly covered they 
will remain crisp for some time. it 
better to bake them only as they are 
needed, however.

The principles of Jesus Christ, the prog- 
ress of the past, the discoveries and inven- 
tions which link the nations together, all 
confirm the unity and solidarity of man- 
kind. 

There has been a gradual, but certain de- 
velopment towards this unity. 

The counties of England were once war- 
ring kingdoms, independent German prov- 
inces finaliy merged into a nation. The 
self-governing cities of Italy at last become 
one nation. 

The whole trend of progress has intensi- 
fied international relationship, so _ there 
must be a United States of the World. 

All the weight of the momentum of the 
past is moving us towards a league of na- 
tions in some effective form. I do not 
speak as an expert as to the precise form. 

Politicians may delay it, but it is one of 
the inevitable things, a central current in 
the whole world movement. 

I do not speak as a political partisan. It 
makes little difference to me what political 
yarty gets the credit for making the league 
effective. But it is a religious conviction 
with me, because I am against war and in 
favor of christianizing the whole world, 
which can best be done in a world of or- 
der and peace. 

The world is tired and sick of the hor- 
rors of war, it is wearv and crushed under 
the burden of militarism. In the future 
througn its politics the world will demand 
peace, and at last have peace despite the 


prejudice of the obstructionists and the 
selfish greed of munition makers. 
From a human viewpoint there is neo 


hope for peace except through some form 
of a league of nations. 


No nation would care to fight the rest of 
the world. For example, here are a dozen 
men. On the slightest provocation this big 
man would pounce upon the little man. 


But if the big man knows to a certainty 
that when he fights the little man, he 
must also fight those other ten men, then 
he will think several times before he 
strikes once, or rather he will think so 
much that he won't strike at all. 

It will act in the same way with na- 
tions. Again when a dispute arises be- 
tween the different subjects of a country, 
they have to go into court and submit 
their respective claims and abide the de- 
cisions of the court. 


There is something radically wrong when 
two or more nations can engage in war and 
not go into an international court and 
abide the decision of such court. 

Since our mutual interdependence is such 
that all the other nations must bear the 
burden of the war, then the other nations 
have the right to say that there shall be 
no war. 

It is refreshing to turn away from small 
political demagoguery and look for a mo- 
ment at a world character with a world 
sympathy like William E. Gladstone. 

It is no wonder that after his death one 
of his colleagues said, ‘The sum has per- 
ished out of heaven.” For when he de- 
partied the light seemed to have died out 
of the sky. 

He became the champion of the liberty 
of all mankind. If Italy was struggling for 
independence. If Greece was struggling 
against the cruelty of the Turk. If Ireland 
was groaning under the political oppres-

First two and then another of them 
died. To ease the strain on his larder 
Smith began dismissing his Indian helpers 
—giving them a small supply of food and 
sending them back to the settlements. But 
he never thought of turning back himself. 


Finally the food was so low that the 
caravan was practically at a standstill. But 
Sandy had no thought of giving up to die 
or of deserting his valuable cargo. He 
Selected a team of the strongest dogs and 
leaving the rest of the outfit in camp, he 
trekked across country, fifty miles or so, 
to some Indian settlements with which he 
Was acquainted, and there, he procured a 
supply of reindeer meat. 


Again and again they suffered from the 
Shortage of food. More dogs died or had 
to be killed and fed to the others. Men 
had to help pull the sledges. But Smith, 
by sheer grit and indomithable will-power, 
hammered through, sweeping men and 
dogs along with him..
